Small-pox has made its appearance in 
Canton with the probable result that- unless 
most’ stringent precautions are adopted it- 
will be carried-to Hongkong. “At the pre- 
sent time this Colony is so largely interested 
in the trade with Canton that the channels 
through which the disease may be conveyed 
are innunierable. 
ber of passengers tegularly trade between 
the two ports, and. those passengers are’ mix- 
‘ing with all sorts .and conditions of people 
onthe mainland.. Small-pox, although: it 


‘has been robbed of many Of its terrors, is 


a most ‘insidfous . disease, .which has the 


quality ‘of communicating itself to the most 


diverse population.,, Canton is still «without 
an adequate sanitary system, and anepidemic, 
whether it be plague or smali-pox, is allow-- 
ed to.run ita course without any effort on 
the part of the authoritics'‘to check its pro- 
gréss., It is therefore all the more essential 
that the sanitary authorities of Hongkong: 
should adopt measures to prevent, so far as 
possible, the ingress of the disease. Of

JAPANESE TRANSPORI'S NARROW ESCAPE. » 


‘The Chief Officer (Mr. Clark), the purser, | 


and four seamen of the transport Ménsra-maru 
arrived at Moji the other day from Chefuo, and 
have given an account of the recent accident 
ta the transport, on her way from: lairen 
with troops, by which she was disabled, From 
the account given by the chief mate and others 
the transport struck a mine and ‘had’ a very 
Narrow escape, her propeller being rendered 
unserviceable: Il is stated the -Nrnsea:maras 
left Taiven onthe 6th instant with 1,090 men 
belonging to. the Ammunition, Corps of the 
Imperial Guards and 144 horses for Ujina. At 
2,20 o'clock on the morning ofthe 7th instant, a 


| violent explosion was heard and a heavy shock 


was felt by: the watch, So-strong were the 
shocks that thase at the stern were thrown out 
of their berths, It was thought the steamer 
‘must, have struck mine, and preparations 
were immediately. made for plucing the pas- 
sengers in safety, but there were no indications, 
as time went on, that the steamer liad sustained 
any very serious damage, The night was so 
dark that it was impossible to examine the 
“bottom of the vessel thoroughly, but at daylight 
it was ascertained that the .propeller and the 
shaft were: broken,’ and the vessel conse, 
wentlychopelessly disabled, It was at once 
decided to send one of the boats to Weihaiwei, 
and obtain help from’ the authorities.

SUGGESTED FLEET FOR SINGAPORE. 


The proposal to undertake an immense har- 
bour scheme at, Singapore, involving the ex-. 
penditure of several miltion dollars has been 
very severely criticised, but it has heen left for’ 
the Straits Echo to make anew suggestion on 
the subject, The suggestion is the result* of 
anme.acquaintance with [longkang harbour. 
The’ Ecko remarks :—" We believe that the 
working of cargo in Singapore Yoads would 
be a perfectly ensy matter if a leaf wore taken 
ont of the book of Hongkong and decent junks 
employed as cargo, boals, with powerful Jugs to 
take them from shore to ship in the absence of 
i sullcien wind ta allow them to proceed under 
sail, The junks used for this work in- Hong- 
kong are splendid craft, and many of them are 
admitted to be among bome of the finest séa- 
bos in the world. ' To see a number of Hong: 
kong junks mance ivring is an object lesson in 
itself after having been used to the miserable 
tongksings to be met with in theSuraits, Hong- 
kong Harbour, particularlyrduring the North- 
East monsoon, is by no means as smooth asa 
mill pond, yet it is: only upon the approach of 
atyphoon that the working of cargo is. inter- 
rupted There the. steamers’ lie out inthe 


Stream in a’ strong tideway* and it. is’ noth } 


common thing to see a vessel swinging to her 
buoy with junks on ejther side of her four 
deep.

Very intelli 
gent answers were ‘obtained in Standards Vi 
and VII, The papers taken asa whole-show 
the boys have o real grasp of the subject, 
Standard V. again did not so well. 

Mathematics:—One boy ip Standard VII 
Senior obiained full ‘marks in Papers set in 
arithmetic, algebra, and geometry—a remark 
able performance.

Arithmetic Standard J. have been doing 
mental arithmetic daily with very good results, 
Standards II. to VI. were rather disappointing 
Common sense does not seem used enough, 
and very simple problems were ‘found, too 
difficult’ for solution.

Oriental steamers‘ will make a regular call.at 
Fusan, in Corea, after leaving Nagasaki, 
‘whence steamers at Present proceed -to Shang- 
hai,‘or rather Woosung, ‘which is’ the’ usual 
anchorage for steamers of any size trading to 


the big port of North China, - Fusan is the 
terminus’ of the recently completed Trans- 


Corean railway which will shortly be 
connected at. Liaoyang ' with ‘the Chinese 
Eastera Railway and the Trans-Siberian 
‘syitem to Europe. These changes, to- say 
nothing of the internal: ‘trade of Corea which 
has a large outlet at. Fusan on the southern 
coast, will make Fusan a most. important port 
‘and the steamship owners will not ‘be long in 
discovering ‘this fact.
